ViBOQUA, Wis., June 2.—Soon after 
midnight a thousand determined men 
surrounded the jail in which Andrew 
Grandstaff, charged 
with the brutal 
murder of Reuben Drake and family on 
the night of May 24, was confined. They 
demanded the prisoner, but the authori- 
ties refused to give him up.

A rope was placed around his neck 
ahd the prisoner was asked what he had 
to say. 
He protested that he was inno- 
cent, but it waa known that he had made 
a full confession in the afternoon, and 
he was not believed. 
He pleaded pit- 
eonsly for his life, but his entreaties 
were cut short by a pull at the rope that 
had been thrown over the limb of a tree 
and he struggled in the air. 
Then he 
was let down and given another chance 
to confess. 


It is said that he went to Drake's 
house on the night of the butchery, 
knocked at the door and was admitted. 
He asked for a drink of water, which 
was given him by Mrs, Drake. 
While 
Mrs. Drake was in the adjoining bed 
roùin putting the two little children to 
bed, 
Grandstaif 
dèniinded 
Drake's 
money. 
Upon his reply that he had 
none, Grandstafi drew his revolver and 
shot Drake dead. 


Mrs. Drake, hearing the noise, rushed 
oat in the main room and Grandstafi 
turned his fire upon her, putting two 
ballets in her body. 
He then went into 
the bedroom and cut the children's 
throats. 
He says they made little re- 
sistance. 
He then searched the house 
and fled.
